The Farm Problem: 
Farm Reporter 
Begins Series 
Tells Grass Roots 
Sentiment in Nation 


Editor's Note: Ovid A. Martin. Associated Press farm re- 


porter, has just returned from a 4,500-mile cross-country swing 
to sound out grass roots sentiment on the politically potent farm 
issue. Martin writes here, in the first of a series of five articles, 
on problems confronting farmers.

WASHINGTON (£>—The pinch lower prices is putting on farmers' 


pocketbooks is the major—but not the sole—factor back of current rural 
unrest. 


The bulk of the testimony farmer-witnesses gave before a series 


of farm-belt hearings held by the Senate Agriculture Committee dur- 
ing the past three weeks emphasized reductions in farm incomes, but 
sprinkled throughout were complaints about other things. 


Sample criticism of the farm in- 


come drop was that of an Iowa 
corn-hog farmer. He said it now 
takes 137 hogs to buy a tractor 
that could be bought in 1948 with 
38. A South Dakota farmer pro- 
tested that he was losing his two 
sons from the farm because they 
were making not quite $2 a day 
from their share of tHe farm's op- 
erations. 


Criticisms Vary 


As for other types of complaints 


some farmers found fault with the 
way crop control measures work. 
Some disliked tariff and import 
policies, especially with regard to 
farm products. 


Other's 'criticized 'milk control 


programs. Many demanded a halt 
to reclamation of n«w farm land. 
Some voiced concern that farmers 
in other areas were trying to take 
over their markets. 


A standout complaint was' that 


advanced by wheat growers in 
North -Daktoa, South Dakota and 
Montana, who grow top quality 
milling wheat greatly in demand 
by millers. 


"Good" Wheat Short 


Growers told the committee that 


despite the present record high 
surplus of wheat there is an actual 
shortage of this good quality grain- 
Mills are paying premium prices 
to get it. Yet. because the crop 
control law does not take quality- 
needs into account, growers who 
produce the high quality wheat 
must reduce their acreages just 
as much as do farmers who pro- 
duce poorer'qualities. 


The Dakota and Montana farm- 


ers want the law changed to al- 
low them larger planting allot- 
ments of producers of other grades. 


In the Pacific Northwest, farm- 


ers complain that both the gov- 
ernment's price support and crop 
control laws are shutting them off 
from a big market they once had 
—that of providing -wheat for live- 
stock and poultry feed on the Pa- 
cific Coast. Little corn, the major 
feed grain, is grown in the west. 


Price supports hold wheat prices 


above prices of corn imported 
from the Midwest and crop con- 
trol measures do not permit them 
to produce enough to supply their 
OAvn feed grain market, the Pa- 
cific Northwest fanners say. 


Want Two-Price Plan 


They want a two-price plan un- 


der which wheat Jhev sold for hu- 


man consumption would be sup- 
ported at 100 per cent of parity. 
The remainder of their production 
— which would be unlimited — 
would be sold for feed use in com- 
petition with com. 


Rice growers in California voiced 


a similar complaint. There is an 
overall surplus of rice, but not of 
the type the California growers 
said they produce. Hence, they ob- 
ject to taking the same percent- 
age reduction in production as that 
assigned growers in 
Louisiana, 


Texas and Arkansas. 


Past actions of the government 


in allowing .imports of oats and 
barley" from~"Canada at a time 
when this country has surplus 
grain supplies were targets of bit- 
ter criticisms in grain - producing 
areas. 


Can Shift Crop* 


' Perhaps the most widely-voiced 
complaint against government 
farm policies, 
aside from price 


supports, was about the, lack of 
restrictions under present control 
programs on a farmer's use of 
land di\-erted from surplus crops 
like wheat, corn, cotton, rice, pea- 
nuts and tobacco. 


Farmers shifted much of this 


diverted land—equal to nearly 10 
per cent of the total cropland—to 
other crops like soybeans, sor- 
ghum grain, oats. rye. barley, 
fiaxseed, dry beans and potatoes. 
The result has been surpluses in 
these other crops. 


Traditional producers of given 


crops don't like the idea of new- 
comers entering their fields to 
produce surpluses 
and depress 


their prices. 


likewise, traditional producers

will be built near Compton 
this winter. 


Mayrath confirmed the fact that 


he had purchased 70 acres of land 
from William Archer, Compton, 
last week as the site for the pro- 
posed factory. 


It will be located about two miles 


north of Compton along , Rt. 51, 
Mayrath said. 


The firm represents itself as the 


world's largest manufacturer of 
auger loaders and grain elevators, 
according to its president. The firm 
also manufactures 
lesser farm 


implements. 


He explained that the proposed 


plant is scheduled to go into oper- 
ation next spring and will manufac- 
ture corn and hay grain elevators. 


Mayrath, said" the present manu- 


facturing plant in Monmouth. will 
close when the new factory goes 
into production. 


He added that the new plant will 


employ a minimum crew of 20 to 
30 men and a maximum crew of 
about 60 men. Mayrath explained 
that part of the employment will 
be seasonal. 


The proposed factory will be 


capable of turning out 100 elevators 
a day, complete with attachments, 
when operating at full strength. 


Mayrath said he had inspected 


the Dixon area, including Dixon, 
for about 10 days before purchasing 
the land near Compton.

Donald Kelley announced to- 
day that John Gilbert Gra- 
ham, 23, who was arrested 
earlier by FBI agents, has 
signed a ""written admission" 
that he sabotaged a United 
Air Lines plane that explod- 
ed and carried Jbis mother 
and 43 other persons to death 
Nov. 1 near Longmont, Colo. 


Kelly said Graham admitted he 


had placed '"the device" that 
caused an explosion in. the plane 
seven minutes after it left Den- 
ver Airport. The DC6B airliner ex- 
ploded while in flight at about II,- 
000 feet. 


A newsman asked Kelley if this 


"was a one-man job or were oth- 
ers involved." Kelley replied that 
he \vould have to say "no com- 
ment at this time." 


CAB investigators have said the 


plane exploded in a "bomb-like 
blast" attributed to "foreign" .mat- 
ter aboard the craft. They refused 
to speculate on the type of explo- 
sive. 


No Details 


Kelley would give out no further 


detail's at this time. 


The restaurant and construction 


worker waived preliminary hear- 
ing before U.S. Commissioner Har- 
old S. Oakes on the charge. Oakes 
fixed Graham's bond at $100,000.

FREEZE YOUR BIRD STUFFED. 


Don't even stuff it the day before 


and refrigerate it-The freezing 
time required to lower the stuffed 
bird to a safe level is too long to 
insure that bacterial growth will 
be stopped soon enough to prevent 
formation of toxins. These toxins 
will not be destroyed by cooking. 


Second, if the stuffed bird is put 


into the oven frozen, .by the time 
the temperature of the stuffing is 
high enough to kill any bacteria 
the meat will be .ruined. 


Refrigerator storage is also un- 


safe for the same reasons. The 
only safe proceedure is to combine 
ingredients and stuff the bird just 
before roasting. However, dry in- 
gredients may be prepared in ad- 
vance and stored at room temper- 
ature: moist ingredients may be 
prepared in advance and refriger- 
ated and the two combined just 
before stuffing. 


Incidently, stuffing prepared in 


advance and frozen separately has 
been found to change decidedly 
and develop off flavors and be- 
come soggy when held for one 
week at 0 degrees F.

As New Government Falls 


Army Faction Ousts Gen. 
Lonardi in Sunday Coup 


BUENOS AIRES Wl — Post- 


Peron Argentina walked a danger- 
ous new path today with provision- 
al 
President 
Eduardo 
Lonardi 


overthrown and with his friends 
vowing revenge. 


Lonardi, the major general who 


led the S e p t e m b e r revolution 
against the dictatorship of Juan 
Pcron, was pushed out of office in 
a bloodless coup Sunday. 


Maj. Gen. Pedro Eugenio Aram- 


buru, another general who took 
part in the anti-Peron movement 
seven weeks ago, was sworn in 
to succeed him. 


Tha ringleaders of the coup said 


they did it to stamp out "totali- 
tarian" influences in the Lonardi 
government and to make sure 
"true democracy" was built on 
the ruins of the Peron dictatorship. 


But Lonardi's friends called it a

Gen. Lonardi \vho direct their pol- 
itics toward totalitarian extremes. 
. . . These persons, and not others, 
tried to put the natien in a danger- 


ous path, at whose end only a new 
dictatorship could be expected." 


Lonardi's seven-week-old govern- 


ment was plagued by political and 
economic problems after 10 years 
of Peron rule. United in opposition 
to Peron, differences in the revolu- 
tionary ranks came into the open 
soon after he was overthrown. 
Lonardi attempted to steer a mid- 
dle course but major divisions ap- 
peared between right wing and 
"prodemocratic" forces. 


Goals Endangered 


Observers said the "prodemo- 


cratic" elements, which include 
many young officers, felt right 
wing "nationalists" had seized too 
much power and threatened the 
original goals of the September re- 
volt. It was reported that Lonardi 
had been given an ultimatium over 
the weekend to fire "reactionary" 
elements in his government or quit 
himself. 


In Washington, the State Depart- 


ment declined comment, saying it 
was an internal affair.

Douglas scurried away and he 


never yet has met the minimum 
requirement which that cult de- 
mands of those who spot traitors 
and pansies in the State Depart- 
ment. You would think that a man 
of high finance would have the 
honor to admit that he stooped to 
a filthy, rotten slander and to 
apologize when he was nailed. But 
he has not opened his trap and 
Murrow still has the contemptible 
bauble which Douglas and Horse- 
park Herbie Swope, Barney Ba- 
ruch's old ghostwriter, presented 
to him last winter. In evaluating 
smears against McCarthy, you 
should remember such details. And 
marvel at the gall of Horsepark 
Herbie in presuming to hang any 
medals on anybody. 


Of course, there were notorious 


homos in our State Department. 
One old pet of the Roosevelts final- 
ly was nailed on a Pullman car. 
Every politician and reporter who 
lived in Washington during the 
war knows about this fellow. Two

Carmel Offie. a leg-man for Bill 


Bullitt both in Moscow and in 
Paris, -was pinched in LaFayette 
Park across from the White House 
and admitted to me that it was 
fair to infer that he acknowledged 
guilt when he blew his $25 bail 
rather than stand trial. Bullitt 


phoned Roy Howard that he was 
pining to explain this dreadful mis- 
carriage of justice to me. Roy 
phoned him 11 times and I have 
never ceased to phone him when 
I go to Washington. But I have yet 
fo catch up with Bill Bullitt. 


To get back to Miss West's se- 


ries on MacLean and Burgess: 


She wrote that "one had only to 


look at them to know that there 
was something strange 
a b o u t 


them." That "they had parted 
from the herd, and it seemed like- 
ly that the herd was right." That 
Burgess "had wakened up in some 
very queer rooms."

Mr. Gor- 
don alleged that the Spectator wa.

ized homosexuality. He thought the 
Spectator's campaign was perni- 
cious and morally degrading. 


Knowing Miss West's work, I

The Doctor Says 


White Patches Inside Mouth 
Signal to Get Doctor's Aid 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN', M.D. 


Several correspondents have in- 


quired regarding white patches on 
the tongue and inside of the mouth 
which is a condition known as leu- 
koplakia. In replying to these, 
without quoting- any one of the 
questions specifically. I should like 
to emphasize that this is a condi- 
tion which ahould not be neglected 
since these patchea • can become 
cancerous. 


Ifot all of lh«m do develop into 


cancer, of course, but they should 
be kept under observation and an 
effort should be made lo cure 
them. A person with leukoplakia 
of the mouth should avoid Jmokin$ 
or chewing tobacco altogether and 
permanently. 


Such a person should avoid alco- 


holic beverages, highly aeasoned 
foods, and placing anything la Uie 
mouth which is irritating. 


In some cast* local u«ataient, 


addition of vitamin A lo the diet, 
or other measures may also be 
indicated. Under certain circum- 
stances, surgery or perhaps the 
use of radium is advisable, but, 
of course, this or any other meas- 
ure should be used only under ex- 
pert professional advice.

plsJria is, I thinfc, that Jh:s is not 
a simple condition which will cure 
aJseU.

Congress Probers Cite 
Irregularities in C.C.C. 


Low Bidders Overlooked 
For Storage Buildings 


fly WILLIAM F. ARBOOA8T 
WASHINGTON UP) — Congres- 


sional investigators have turned 
over to th« General Accounting Of- 
fic« reports of some Commodity 
Credit Corp. practices which they 
Mid "may have serious and pos- 
sibly scandalous proportions." 


The statement is'contained in a 


300-page report made by th« staff 
of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee on major activities of the 
Agriculture Department. 


The report, dated Dec. 29, 1954 


Juid still locked up in committee 
lilts, hinted at what it called "fa- 
voritism" in awarding contracts 
and "culpable negligence" in pur- 
chasing supplies. It said there is 
•ometimes an attitude in handling 
stored crop surpluses that since 
"only government-owned commod- 
ities and taxpayers' dollars are in- 
volved — why "worry!" 


The report was prepared prima- 


rily for the committee's informa- 
tion, and became available indi- 
rectly. 


Aimed at C.C.C. 


Its major criticism was directed 


at the Commodity Credit Corp. The 
department's major agency to han- 
dle surplus crops and the CCC's 
operating agency, the Commodity 
Stabilization Service. 
• Th« report dealt generally with 
activities in which it said "defi- 
ciencies warranting the attention 
"of the committee" were found and 
cited what it called "numerous in- 
stances and examples of such de- 
"ficiencies." It emphasized that the 
Objectionable conditions do not ex- 
ist in all activities of the depart- 
ment and praised the "great ma- 
jority" of department employes as 
""loyal, conscientious and general- 
•ly competent." 
,-- "From observations to date," 
the investigators said in their syn- 
-nopsis, "there is no assurance that 
/the corrective actions .warranted 
"by administrative shortcomings 
will be 'initiated independnetly by 
the department." 
. 


" The report did not state the pe- 
-riod of time covered by the in- 
vestigation but said many of the 
-practices criticized occurred' in 
1952, 1953 and 1954L 


Overlooked Savings 


In connection with CCC storage 


I procurement practices, th« inves- 
tigators said that in July 1953 and 
April 1954, the CCC advertised for 
bids for the erection of storage 
facilities in Iowa and Illinois and 
did not jive the entire contracts 
to the low bidder in each case. Had 
the low bidders been awarded the 
work, they said, the possible *av- 
ings to the government would 
have been $020,831: 


In March 1W4, they said, 17 bids 


were received for the purchase of 
300 ventilating fans for installation 
in mothball ships used for grain 
storage purposes.: The bids were 
narrowed down to- three 
from 


companies in Indianapolis, Chica: 
go and Allentown, Pa., with the 
Allentown company indicated as 


the low bidder considering the 
quality of the product. 


The investigators said an uniden- 


tified CCC'official, referred to as 
"Mr. B.," contacted the Indianap- 
olis bidder and permitted him to 
change his bid to bring it. more 
in line with the Allentown offer. 
The Allentown bidder was not 
given an opportunity to revise his 
estimates, and the contract was 
•.warded to the Indianapolis con- 
cern. The report did not name the 
firms or individuals involved. 


Cite "Negligence" 


"At an' example; of. what they 


called '"culpable negligence" and 
"unorthodox procedure," the in- 
vestigators said the^ CCC grain di- 
vision authorized the purchase of 
875,000 gallons of calking and coat- 
ing material for storage bins. 


Despite indications, early in 1953 


that -the -material was not satis- 
factory and had1, to be removed aft 
er being Applied,, they, said, it 
still was being purchased as late 
as -June 1954. .

The lad later admitted Lohman

LOS.ANGELES (IFt—That day 8\'2 months ago started ordinaril} 


enough for George Smith. Before it was over he became—painfully— 
the first pilot to bail out of a plane traveling supersonically and live. 


The whites of his eyes were left bloodshot solid red. He bled in al 


parts of his body as his parachute snapped open. It is estimated he 
was subjected to a deceleration force of 40 times the pull of gravity 
The 40 G's increased Smith's weight from 215 pounds to the equivalcn 
force of 8,000. 


If he had bailed out just two 


seconds later—at the estimated 
6.500 feet altitude—his parachute 
wouldn't have had time to open. 


His injuries and subsequent ill- 


ness cut his weight to 175,

His 
shoes,. socks, helmet and mask 
were gone. His clothes were in 
ribbons. 


His arms had flailed so violent!} 


'that his wrist watch, tightfitting 
gloves and an ring on his fingei 
had shaken off. He was blind sev- 
eral days. Surgery was required 
on his intestine. 


A more recent case of bailing 


out at supersonic speed was re 
ported Saturday by the British war 
ministry in London. Flying Offi- 
cer Henry Holland, 22, an RAF 
pilot, said his jet fighter went into 
a dive at '40,000 feet over the 
North sea and with his speed at 700 
miles per hour he was unable to 
pull out. He said he parachuted 
at 10,000 feet and landed at sea 
four miles off the coast. 


A target-towing tug-rescued him. 


Attendants at Ipswich Hospital 
said he suffered fractures of the 
arm and pelvis and two black 
eyes.

Martin Durkin, 
Former Labor 
Secretary, Dies 


WASHINGTON Ml — Martin P. 


Durkin. Uie Democrat who was 
President Eisenhower's first sec- 
retary of labor, died Sunday after 
a long illness. 


The 61-year-old union leader—he 


was president of the AFL Plumbers 
Union—had been hospitalized much 
of the time since he was stricken 
with a brain tumor 14 months ago. 


Durkin resigned from the Eisen- 


hower Cabinet Sept. 10. 1953 after 
serving seven months. His term 
was the shortest of any labor sec- 
retary. He contended Eisenhower 
had violated a pledge,to seek Taft- 
Hartley law changes which Durkin 
had recommended. The President 
replied that he never had broken 
a promise to anyone. 


Opposed By Taft 


The late Sen. Robert A. Taft of 


Ohio, an author of the labor law, 
had described Eisenhower's ap- 
pointment of the lifelong Democrat 
as "incredible." The Senate, how- 
ever, had confirmed his nomina: 
lion by unanimous vote. 


James P. Mitchell, the present 


secretary of labor and Durkin's 
successor, Sunday termed Durkin 
"a great American who served la- 
bor, his state and nation with de-
